also in blooded stock and fine carriage 
horses. Hundreds of horses have-died, 
and the sickness of the balance seriously 
interfered with the hauling of peaches 
to the railway stations. 

The symptoms of the diséase ‘show 
themselves, says the Baltimore Ga- 
zette, at all hours of the 
day or night, and no age 
or condition appears to beexempt. The 
horse, when taken from the stable, often 
appears perfectly well, and during his 
work or driving nothing unusual is no- 
ticed, till suddenly an uneasiness in the 
head becomes apparent and the animal 
stops, moves his head uneasily, princi- 
pally to the left, and then begins to go 
round in a circle, alwaysturning to the 
left. His eyes roll, and the head becomes 
feverish and the mouth dry and parched. 
When food is offered it is refused, but 
ice is eaten with avidity, and anything 
cooling applied to the head appears partly 
to alleviate the animal's suffering, The 
horse continues to go round for some 
minutes, and then falls to the ground. 
He may revive sufficiently to rise and 
continue on his course, but a second or 
third attack generally proves fatal, the 
animal often dying inside of twenty-four 
hours. The spine ampears to be affected 
and the ears are cold though the head is 
hot and the animal scems to suffer ia- 
tense pain. The bowelsare very much 
constipated in all cases. The disease 
was at first supposed to be the ‘“‘blind- 
staggers” but the remedies usually found 
to be efficious in cases of that disease 
seem to have no effcct in the other. 

The disease is abating in the peninsu 
la, but one correspondent says it is be 
cause there are few horses left for it to 
affect. The suddenness ofthe attack, 
and the want of a known remedy rende) 
ita very dangerous plague. A very 
small numbcr recover. Io the 
vicinity of Dover only two are 
known to have gotter well. Cults and 
young horses invariably die. The in- 
fection 18 a mystery among the farmers 
of Maryland and Delawure. They can 
not satisfactorily account for its appear 
ance, nor were they able to stop its rav 
ages after it had secured a ‘oothold. 

It does not follow that the disease is

' the fears of horse owners. The disease
